The Details of the Robbery. 
Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS City, Mo., July 16.—Particulars of 
the robbery of the Rock Island train last 
nightnear Winston are yet meager. Four 
men boarded the train at Cameron and three 
at Winston, a station three miles distant. 
Two of these men rot on to 
the front end of the baggage 
car next tothe engine. Three were in the 
smoker and two were on the platform be- 
tween the baggace car and the smoker. Just 
beyond Winston some large bridge piers are 
being built by the railroad company, giving 
employment toa large number of men, sey- 
eral of Whom entered the train at Winston, 
With the intention of jumping off as 
the cars slowed up atthe bridge. After the

After the rob- 
bers had rifled the safe of the express com- 
pany they jumped from the train. A party of 
forty-five men started from Ciallatin 
in pursuit of the robbers, but they had 
not been captured up to this 
writing. The robbers, who were on the for- 
ward platform of the express car, fired at the 
engineer and tireman, evidently to compel 
them te stop the train, but they put the 
lights outand speeded on through the dark- 
ness. The train was running slow sothat a 
lot of stonemasons who were waiting on 
the road east of Winston could get off, and it 
was fat that point that the robbers escaped. 
J. KR. Treat, agent of the express company 
at this place stated to a reporter this morn- 
ing that no estimate could be made of the 
loss, 2nd thata small sum was taken from 
thiscity. It is probable, however, that the 
robbers secured several thousand dollars. 


The Daring Gang’s Work. 

KANSAS CiTy, July 16.—Information 
has been received here by an incoming C.,R. 
I.and P. train ofa daring planned and suc- 
cessful train robbery, which occurred at 
Winston, a station on the R. I., a short 
distance east of Cameron. The 
robbers were six in number, supposed to be 
under the leadership of Jesse James. The 
men boarded the train which leaves this city 
at 6:50 p. m. for Cameron. At Winston, 
where the train stopped, they stood upin 
the aisle of the car with drawn revolvers. 
One of the bandits, a@ man _ with 
lieavv black whiskers, advanced 
with a revolver in each hand 
toward Wm. Westfall, the conductor, and or- 
dered him to hold up his hands. The con-

The train went 
onto the next siding and there waited for 
the westbound pessenger which took West- 
fall’s body to Cameron. The excitement and 
feeling in the neighborhood of the robbery is 
intense. 


Former Train Robberies in Missourl. 

The telegram this morning giving the de- 
tuils of the robbery ofthe Rock Island train 
at Winston, bound east from Kansas City, 
calls attention to several daring deeds accom- 
plished on the various roads in this State dur- 
ing the last seore of years. About the first 
well organized robberv was at Gad’s Hill Sta- 
tion, on the 

LON MOUNTAIN ROAD, 

on the evening of January 31, 1Si4. Onthe 
evening of that date five men rode up tothe 
station, Which was thinly settled and little 
better then a watering point. Before the sur- 
prised station agent and a few loungers 
could recoyer their senses they were safe jbe- 
hind the doors iof the baggage cars with a 
navy revolver at the level of their heads. The 
men were masked with pieces of calico, and 
after they tied their horses they forced the

No move 
Was made by the men, two of whom stood 
with drawn revolvers on e'ther side of the 
coaches.

In this way the fireman,engineer 
and express messenger; Were each taken in 
charge. One man was:then placed on each 
side of the train while the other two began 
the work of friflimg the express car 
and passengers. In the express car 
they cot $1,080 in eash and in the mail 
car four registered’ letters, one 
Which contained $2,000. For they 
directed their attention to 
passengers in the first-class coaches. When 
they entered they announced that they would 
confine themselves to the “plug hat fellows.’’ 
They also said they would not rob a South- 
erner unless he worea plug hat. Nearly $2,900 
whs taken from the passengers, after which 
the trainmen were escorted to their posts and 
under the direction of the robbers the en- 
gineer pulled the throttle and left the station. 
The masked men mounted their horses and 
rode off. his job has always been attributed 
to the Younger brothers, in an attempt to ar- 
rest whom, Detective Lull, who was with an ex- 
Confederate named Wright, was killed. The

They then pronounced it a soft job and blind- 
folded the watchman, who was walked down 
the track a distance of a mile 
where alot of ties were piled onthe track. 
The watchman was placed between the rails 
with the red lantern and ordered to stop the 
train, be run over or be shot. The men had 
put on masks and prepared for the robbery. 
The train stopped at the pile of ties and the 
watchman ran to the woods. Two of the 
robbers were in the cab in an instant with the 
enyinéer and tireman, who were marched into 
the baggage-car wheré the men followed. The 
messenger bad an Adams Express safe 
and «a United States safe. For the 
former he had no _ ke as it was 
a through safe.The key of the latter he hand- 
ed to a brakeman who putit in his shoe, but 
this was produced in preference to death, 
the choice of which was offered the man. A 
hole was made in the Adams safe with a 
bammer, and throuzh this the centents were 
extracted and consigned to a grain sack. The 
train boy who had « small revolver stepped 
out on the platform and fired at one of the 
robbers who laughed and said, “‘hear that 
little —— bark.’ The boy’s box was 
opened and his peanuts and oranges 
soon disappeared. In the cars 
no shots were tired, but the men on the out- 
side kept up a fusilade as a warning for the 
passengers to remain in the coaches which 
were not molested. In the express safes 
315,000 was secured. A hot pursuit was at 
once begun, and as it Was said by passengers 
that the Younger boys werein the gang a 
visit Was paid to the settlement by Major 
Wells, but the bovs proved they had not 
been away from home onthe night of the 
robbery. The search soon quieted down and 
a still hunt was opened bythe St. Louis 
police who arrested Bruce Younger and 
Hobs Kerry. Younger was discharged. 
Itappears the nameof every member of 
the band had been definitely ascertained, and 
most of them had been traced to their lairs. 
Charley Pitts and Bill Chadwell had gone to 
Cherokee and Coalfield, Kas., where an at- 
tempt was made to arrest them by agreement 
the same day Kerry was takenin. Pitts was 
captured on Spring River with $1,800 in his 
pockets but subsequently gotaway. te had 
been engaged to marry a widow named 
Lillie Beamer, and about three weeks after 
robbery he married another girlin Coalfield. 
As he had already entrusted a $2,000 package 
to Mrs. Beamer and taiked freely about the 
robbery, be was not slow to tell of it when he 
inarried the other cir]. Pitts’ real name was 
Wells. An effort was madeto arrest Chad- 
well the same time Pitts was taken, but he 
rot into a cornfield and eseaped. The ofli- 
cers, Who were sheriff’s deputies, then 
rushed back into Missouri after the James 
and Younger bovs, but, as usual, did 
not ret them. Kerry made r 
full vonfession about’ a&@ week after 
he was captured. He said Cole and Bob 
Younger, Frank and Jcsse James, Clell Mil- 
ler, Charley Pitts, Bill Chadwell and himself 
did the jon.

‘The fireman and Dr. E. L. Atkinson 
of Psacitic, Mo., were instantly killed and a 
number of the passengers wounded The en- 
gineer received injuries that resulted fatally 
ina few hours. Whenthe conductor appear- 
edon the platform a number of shot were 
tired at bim, andtbhrouch the glare kept up 
by the tiring the passengers got a glimpse of 
the robbers who abandoned the job. Lervy 
Oliver was arrested and confessed the robbers 
were all men livingin the vicinity of Rich- 
mond.

LIKE A WIND BLAST. 


An Inyentor Who Proposes to Blow 
Packages Through a Tube. 
From the Chicago Times. 


T. H. MeCray gave a public experiment on 
resterday, showing the practical workings of 
bis new “pneumatic elevator, pump and 
transmitting machine,’’ on the corner of 
Smith and North avenues. Mr. McCray, who 
hails from Tvronza, Cross county, Ark., fan- 
cies he has the most remarkable invention of 
the age. He claims that itis a vast improve- 
ment uponthe pneumatic tube system now 
in use mm Paris, London and New York. In 
those cities the air is exhausted by pumping 
it from the pipes, whereas by Mr. McCray’s 
invention if is sucked out. A hol- 
low wheel, provided with fan-like flanges, 
something afterthe fashion of a grain fan- 
ning machine, is made to revolve ata round 
rate andtosucka powerful current of air 
through the pipe. which 1s attached to the 
wheel, at the point where the axle rests, and 
to carry objects with it at a high rate of 
speed. Acompiete vacuum is not formed, 
hut a violent whirlwind, confined to the space 
limited by the walls of the pipe, is generated, 
and articles put into the remote end of the 
tube are Whisked through and thrown from 
the aperture fof the’ wheel with 
the velocity of canaon balls. The inventor 
expects to be able to rig wp wheels at differ- 
ent points in the city with pipe-line connec- 
tion along every street and avenue, into 
which people can pour their offerings. Then 
ther can proceed leisurely to the wheel 
end of the line and fish out 
their goods from an immense receptacle pro- 
vided for that purpose. If? says he can trans- 
mit peekages from New York to Chicago or 
from Chicago to New Yorkas weil as from one 
eud of a ferty foot lot to the other, only there 
can be no intermediate stopping points. All 
parcels put into the pipe must go to the same 
cestination. Nonecan be switched off, but 
there can be stations along the road where the 
packages can be dropped into the boreal ecur- 
rent and carried forward resistlessly. There 
must always be fanning mills at the receiving 
ends of the pipes. Mr. MeCray expects to 
revolutionize the transportation business, and 
all he needs to prove the entire success of his 
invention is a capitalist with a few hundred 
thousand or such a matter. By sucking a few 
calions of water, a handful of coal dust and 
abouta quart ofshbelled corn through the 
four-inch pipe twenty feet long, on yester- 
day, he demonstrated the encire practicability 
transmitting heavy merchandise and solid 


of packages through pipes six, eight, ten or 


twenty feet in diameter. He says a box of 
coeds can be sucked tothe seaboard in three 
hours by means of his transmitting machine. 
There need be no limit whatever to the size of 
the tunnel, only it must be borne in mind 
that the bigger the pipe the bigger must be 
thesticker at the other end ofthe line. The 
contiivance must necessarily become im- 
mensely pepular for the transmission of 
packages. It would be just the thing to send 
tine china, light glassware, and eggs throuch. 
Thev would be delivered in great shape. The 
parties to whom they were forwarded could 
station. themselves in front of the mill 
With fish-nets and catch the articles as thev 
were projected through the aperture. <A few 
expert base ball catchers could be placed at 
convenient intervals in the nerchborhood to 
take in the strav missiles that might go wild. 
{t would also be a creat thing for the convey- 
ing of one’s winter coal, One machine would 
do for an entire school district.

TROTTING HORSES. 


Something About the Kentuekian Who 
Invented Them, 
From the Kansas City Mall. 

People are talking about the wonderful 
feat of this Kentucky bred mare in trotting a 
mile in 2:10'. on a heavy track yesterday at 
Pitt~burg. and most of them remember the 
time when 2:40 was generally considered the 
hottom limit of trotting speed. But very few 
of them know who originated the system. of 
breeding and crossing which has brought 
about the wonderful change. 

About the vear. 1845, Dr. Levi Herr emi- 
grated from Lancaster, ©., to Paris, Ky., 
ana opened in-an old hotel stable at the latter 
place a sort Oo veterinary hos- 
pital, . combining a small livery busi- 
ness with bis regular business of 
training, nicking aud docking horses and 
treating them for all sorts of diseases and 
injuries. In-his office hung a diploma show- 
ing that he was a graduate of a London col- 
leve of veterinary surgery,and his skill and 
cood judgment in everything pertainiag to 
horse flesh soon made him one of the best 
known tnd most popular characters in the 
blue grass region. Ere long he was able to 
bvild a very fine and = extensive stable. 
There were then no trotting horses in hen- 
tucky, and be seemed to be the only man in 
the State that took aninterest in fast trot- 
ting. As he became familiar with the quali- 
ties of the Kentucky thoroughbred horse he 
legan to impress upon others the idea that a 
judicious system of crossing the thorough- 
bred runnivg horse of Kentucky with the 
Northern trotter would develop a_ trotting 
-peed far faster than any on record, and he 
went to work to demonstrate the correctness 
of his theory. He visited Canada, New York 
and Vermont and bought trotting stock with 
which to begin experiments. Then he bought 
Krom Col. Ned Blackburn a_ thorough- 
bred Boston colt that been ineapacitated -for 
the turf by an injurv received in training. 
from this beginning be soon had a lot of 
vearlings of the new cross in training, and 
the results enlisted Alexandria and other 
wealthy breeders in a similar system of 
breeding. Dr. Ilerr afterwards bought a 
stud-farm aeur Lexington, and followed up 
his -vstem with a success attested by his fre- 
quent sales of vearlings at S10,000, We 
have no list of his sales inthe last ten vears, 
butit must be very long and footup a large 
=tilil. 

Maud 8s. is one of the many distinguished 
products of Dr. Iferr’s theory, and he is the 
originator of the movement which las made 
the blue grass region as famous forits trotters 
as for its runners.

Tue horrible Lungle made at the hanging 
of WILLIS REEVES at Van Buren, Arkansas, 
yesterday, once more calls the attention of 
civilized and humane people to the barbar- 
ous manner in which capital criminals are 
executed in this country, REEVES fully ex- 
emplified the errors of the prevailing method. 
In the first place he succeeded in chuting the 
Sheriff through the trap, and when he went 
through himself the rope was so long that 
his feet rested on the ground. He should 
have had a stay of execution § after 
that, but he was pulled up again 
and the rope shortened, and on the 
second trial he was strangled. Humanity de- 
mands that this sort of thing cease. We are 
still using the primitive rope with whith the 
rough justice of HENGIST and HORSsA was 
meted out in the fifth century. In France 
they have the guillotine, in Spain the 
garotte. Even in Turkey the bowstring is 
a better, a less cruel means of punish- 
ment than the gallows. The Sheriff might as 
well back a murderer’s head off with a dull 
cleaver as keep him choking atthe end of a 
stiff, weak rope for half an hour. 


THE RIVER COMMISSION. 

When it was first resolved to appointa 
Commission to take charge of the improve- 
ments on our Western rivers the friends of 
the rivers naturally expected thatthe ap- 
pointees would »e men that were well ac- 
quainted with the phenomena our waters 
present, and also have a deep interest in their 
proper improvement. But when the select- 
ions Were made there Was butone expert, 
Mr. EADs, on the Commission, andit may 
also be said that no other had any real inter- 
est in the succes: of the undertaking. 

It may be asserted that the appointment of 
army engineers on it was right, but this we 
claim isthe worst part of the selection. The 
army engineers have had the control of the 
improvements on the Western rivers for 
nearly sixty years, and have squandered mil- 
lions of dollars—some of it criminally—as at 
Cumberland dam, Kaskaskia bend, Establish- 
ment dam and tiie point opposite Vicksburg. 
They have only succeeded in educating the 
publicinto the velief that the improvement 
of the Western rivers is impossible, unless at 
a cost out of all proportion to the benefits to 
be derived froin suchimprovements. Had 
the Commission een made upotl civil ex- 
perts, army cnyineers and naval officers in 
equal proportions, good might have been ex- 
pected, but as now constituted the civilians 
are only usefu! to share the honors of failure 
with the executive engineers. To have ad- 
ded naval ofliccr+ to the Commission would 
have been we!l, for several reasons. First, 
they are educatedin everything essential toa 
civil engineer, andeverything else being equal 
itis reasonable to suppose that men whose lives 
are spent on Water would have a better prac- 
tical knowledce of rivers than those whose 
time is mostly occupied in studying strategy. 
Second, since the introduction of steam into 
naval warfare the duties of anaval commander 
have inecreascd, as it may become his business 
totake his vessel into rivers where formerly it 
would have been impossible to go, and it be- 
comes an act of the wisest to have 
them well acquainted with the peculiarities of 
such navigation, 

Asamatter of practical utility it may be ask- 
ed of what benetit to either the country or the 
army engincer i~ the knowledge acquired by 
experience on the river’? Absolutely 
none. Buton the other hand the experience 
toa naval olliccr would be invaluable to the 
country in case of «a War with a foreign power,

Ten years 
ago one voter in five was illiterate; the pro- 
portion is iarger to-day andis continually 
growing. Ofcourse the reason for the large 
percentage at the South isthe enfranchise- 
ment of the negro race, and at the North 
the constant stream of immigrating ignorance 
will account for the percentage there. 
The native American is a_ school- 
attending animal, and if a careful census of its 
standing could be made the percentage would 
not be as high asten. We get our ignorance, 
as we get a great deal of our crime, from over 
the sea. Two generations of life in the Re- 
public weeds out a great dealof both, and 
when the time comes when immigration 
ceases it will not take long for the school sys- 
tem to catch up. That system is about as 
perfect as it well can be, considering the re- 
sources and the demands of the country. Its 
only need is more money, and that money 
should be furnished by the General Govern- 
ment to the States in proportion to their il- 
literacy.

The 
correspondent says that part of the Pope's 
message relating to religious services in the 
basilicas confirms what has been confidently 
asserted in high clerical circles, that had the 
removal of the body of Pius IX. been effected 
peaceably the Pope would have found an 
early occasion for passing the doors of the 
Vatican. 

ANTI-CLERICAL DEMONSTRATLON, 

ROME, July 16.—Six men have been tined 
aud imprisoned for disturbing the funeral 
proeession of Pope Pius IX. on Tuesday last. 
There was great disorder at the trial of the 
prisoners, and the Court retired twice. The 
senfences were received with a storm of 
shouts and hisses. A crowd 
of people, numbering between 2,000 to 5,000, 
cheered the prisoners on coming out of 
Court and followed them shouting **Down 
with clericals.’’

THE STORM FIEND. 


Terrible Devastation Caused by a Cy- 
clone in Minnesota. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. PAUL, July 16.—Later reports from the 
storm which devastated Fairtield.,shows that it 
was the most terrible storm that ever visited 
that section or ever known in Minnesota. It 
commenced in Dakota and the southwest, 
and swepta strip of country one mile wide 
and forty long, going in a northeasterly direc- 
tion. It crossed the Hastings and Dakota road 
at Odessa,near Orlanville. Here four buildings 
were demolished. Then it swept the four 
houses along its course for thirty miles, in 
creasing in fury as it went, strewing every- 
thing before it. Horses, barns and farm ma- 
chinery were strewn in all directions and 
stock killed by the wholesale. Fairfleld, situ- 
ated ten miles north of nt apts Was in the 
track of the cyclone, and nothing but the 
stone foundations of the buildings were left 
to show where the village stood. About fif- 
teen people were killed and wounded. Some 
were not. recovered until the following 
morning, having been dropped half a mile 
away. People are left in a most pitiable 
plight without shelter of any kind. Their 
clothing and their household goods are irre- 
trievably lost. Fairfield is away from the tel- 
exraph oflice and reports come in slowly.

a. mM. reported he discovered the matter in 
constellation Auriga, and it is quite bright, 
being larger and more luminous than the one 
discovered May by Dr. Swift 
Its center is strongly condensed and from its 
motion apparently very slow. It cannot be 
ascertained if itis going directly towards or 
from the earth. The comet is telescopic, 
This is the fourth comet discovered since 
May !l. Dr. Swift thinks from the present 
position of the comet it is the expected 
comet of i812. Itis moving very slowly to- 
ward the northwest.

A NEW ARMORY. 


Plans for the Erection of a Military 
Headquarters on Pine Street. 


The military organizations of the city are 
atlasttobe provided with an armory that 
will meet all their wants. The various com- 
panies have been housed everywhere, some 
of them with small accommodations. 


About the middle of June last, shortly 
after the street car strike, a meeting of busi- 
ness men was held at the St. Louis 
Club Ilouse. It was decided to 
raise $25,000 for the purpose of furnishing 
headquarters tothe various military com- 
vanies. Messrs. John R. Lionberger,Dwight 

readwav, Wm. <A. Uargadine, Charles 
Speck and Gerard B. Allen were appointed a 
committee to take charge of the matter. 

A number of sub-committees were appoint- 
ed to solicit subscriptions, and from 
reports just handed in to |the 
secretary of the general committee, 
Mr. Treadway, it appears that $21,000 has al- 
ready been raised. The first plan was to 
divide the money among the various organi- 
zations and letthem useit in their own way. 

This plan has been changed and it has been 
decided to erect a Grand Central Armory, 
at an estimated cost of 30,000. These 
are the figures set down by architects as the 
price of a first-class building suit- 
ed to the purpose, but the com- 
nittee intend to raise $55,000 
to cover ail shortages. The building will 
probably be erected atthe corner of Nine- 
teenth and Pine streets, where 
the cavalry armory was be- 
gun sometime ago. The plans provide for 
a building 203x109, seventy-five feet in length. 
The tirst storv will be twenty-four feet in 
height, the second story fifty feet. 
The lower hall is to be oblongin shape and 
Will have at either end rooms for the various 


companies. The upper hall will be the full 


size of the building and will be used for drill- 


ing and public exhibitions. .

He came aboard 
half an hour since, went to the hamrnock 
where Valle was sleeping and_ shot 
him twice. Then he made his escape 
over another boat to the wharf. As I under- 
stood itthe two men «guarreled on the last

of it. The murderer’s name is Emmet Jones. 
Iie is a full-sized negro, a young man about 
27; years of age, I should say, and 
about live feet nine inehes hich.

CAPTAIN ABRAMS

A SPECIAL WIRE. 


A Merchants’ Telegraph Line Between 
St. Louis and Chicago Talked Of. 

A great source of complaint to members of 
the Exchange having business with Chicago 
is the generally poor service they receive 
from the Western Union Telegraph Co. 
The amount of business transacted between 
these cities by telegraph is very heavy, and 
the nature of this business is such that rapid 
work is absolutely necessary. Most of this 
business 1s in the shape of option trading ir 
erain and provisions, and the delay of a few 
minutes at this or the other end of the line is 
frequently the means of a large loss tothe 
parties sending the messages, and verv fre- 
quentlygit is not a few minutes’ delay that is 
vomplained of, but messages are sometimes a 
quarter to half an hour delayed. Mr. George 
Wild, who was in Chicago last week, talked 
this matter over with several of the leading 
crain houses of that city,and they were of the 
opinion that St. Leuis and Chicago should 
have a special telegraph wine comhecting 
them, which wire should be owned and con- 
trolled by merchants of the two cities.
